1 oral governmen . It is an absurdity to ex- 


pect to elimlnn ? the abuses In great cor- 
porations hy state action. It Is difficult to 
bo patient with an argument that such 
matters shout,! he left to the states, t-e- 
cnuxo more than one state pursues the 
policy of dealing on easy terms corpora- 
tions which arc never operated v Ithm 
that state at all. but In other states 
whose laws they Ignore. 
The national 


government alone cnn 
deal 
adequately 


•with these great corporations. To try to 
deal with them In nn intemperate, de- 
structive. or demagogic spirit would, in 
nil probability, mean that nothing what- 
ever would b» accomplished, and. 
with 


absolute certalr.ty. that If anything were 
accomplished it would Se of a harmful 
nature.

But 
neither can we accept the views of those 
whose only interest in the forest is tem- 
porary: who are anxious to reap what 
they have not sown and theii.move away, 
leaving desolation behind them.-' 


The making of forest reserves within 


railroad nnd wagon-road land-grant lim- 
its will bereafler. as for the past three 
years, be so managed as to prevent the 
issue, under the act of June 4, 1S97, of 
base for exchange or lieu selection (usu- 
ally called scrip). 
In all cases where 


forest reserves within areas covered by 
land granls appear to be essential to 
the prosperity 'Of settlers, miners, be oth- 
ers, the government lands within .such 
proposed forest, reserves will, as In the 
recent past, be withdrawn from sale or 
entry pending the completion of such 
negotiations with the'owners :of the. land 
grants ns will prevent the creation, of so- 
called scrip.

Immigration and Naturalization. 


In dealing with the questions of immi- 


gration and naturalization it is indis- 
pensable to iteep certain facts over be- 
foro the minds of thoso who sharo in en- 
acting the laws. First and foremost. let 
us remember that the question of being 
a good American has nothing whatever 
'to do with a.man's birthplace any more 
than It has to do with his creed. 
In 


every.generation from tho time this gov- 
ernment 
was 
founded 
men 
of 
foreign 


birth have stood in tho very foremost 
rank of-good citizenship, and that not 
merely in one but In every Held of.Amer- 
ican activity: while to try to draw.a dis- 
tinction between tho' man whose parents 
came to this country and the man whose 
ancestors came to it several generations 
hack Is a mere absurdity. 
Good Ameri- 


canism Is a matter of heart, of consci- 
ence, of lofty aspiration, of sound com- 
mon sense, but not of birthplace or of 
creed. 
There Is no danger of having too many 


Immigrants of tho right kind. 
But the 


citizenship of this country should not bo 
debased. It is vital that we should keep 
high the standard'of well-being among 
our wage-workers, 
and 
therefore 
we 


should not admit masses of men whosi 
standards of living and whose persona 
customs nnd habits are suclv that they 
tend to lower the" level of the American 
wage-worker; and above all we should 
not admit any man of an unworthy type 
any man concerning whom, we can sa> 
that he will himself be a bad citizen, or 
that his children and grandchildren wil 
detract from instead of adding to the 
sum of the .good citizenship of the coun- 
try. 
Similarly we should tolce the great- 


est care about naturalization. 


Under the Constitution 
It is 
In tho 


power of the Congress "to establish 
uniform 
rule 
of 
naturalization." 
and 


numerous laws havo from time to time 
been 
enacted for that purpose, whicl 


havo been supplemented In a few states 
by state laws having special application 
T'here should be a comprehensive revision 
of the naturalization laws. 
The courts 


having power 
to naturalize should be 


definitely named by national authority: 
tho testimony upon which naturalization 
may be conferred should be definitely pre- 
scribed; publication of Impending natural- 
ization applications should be required in 
advance of their hearing In .court: the 
form and wording of all certificates Issued 
should be uniform throughout the coun- 
try, and the courts should-be required to 
make returns to 'the Secretary of .State 
at stated periods of all naturalizations 
conferred.

Protection of<-'Elections. 


The power of the government to pro- 


tect the integrity of the elections of Its 
own officials Is inherent and has been 
recognized and aflirmed.by repeated dec- 
larations of the Supreme court. 
There 


Is no enemy of . free government. more 
dangerous 'nnd none so insidious as the 
corruption.of. the electorate. No.one'de- 
fends or excuses -corruption, and it would 
seem to follow that r.one would oppose 
vigorous .measures to 'eradicate 
it.

recommend" the enactment. of a law di- 
rected against bribery and corruption in 
Federal elections. The details of such a 
law may be safely left to the wlse.'discre-'.

Hie peace 
of Injustice, nil theso shuuhl be shunm-d 
as we shun unrighteous war. 
The goal 


to set before us as a nation, the goal 
which should bo set before all mankind, 
is the attainment of Hie pence of jus- 
tice, of 
the peace which comes when 


»ach nation Is not merely safc-ulinr.ied 
In Its own rights, but scrupulously rec- 
ognizes and performs Its duty toward 
others. 
There is as yet no Judicial way of en- 


forcing a right 
In 
International law. 


"SVhcn 
one nation wrongs 
another 
or 


wrongs many others, there Is no tribu- 
nal before which the wrongdoer can bo 
brought. 
Either it is necessary supinely 


to acquiesce In the wrong, and thus put 
a premium upon brutality and aggres- 
sion, or else it is necessary for the ag- 
grieved nation valiantly to slam] up for 
Its rights. Until some method Is devised 
by which there shall be a ilegrec of in- 
ternational control over 
offending 
na- 


tions. It would be a wicked thing for 
tho most civilized powers, for those with 
most sense of 
Itilernalional obligations 


anil with keenest nnd most generous ap- 
preciation of the difference between right 
and wrong, to disarm. 
If tho groat civ- 


ilized nations of the present day should 
completely disarm, the result would mean 
an Immediate recrudescence 
of barbar- 


ism in one form or another. 


Arbitration Treaties. 


"Wo arc in every way endeavoring to 


help on, with cordial good will, every 
movement which will tend lo bring us 
into more friendly relations with the rest 
of mankind. 
In pursuance of this policy 


1 shall shortly lay before 
the 
Senate 


treaties of arbitration with all powers 
which are willing to enter into these 
treaties with us. 
Furthermore, at the 


request of the Interparliamentary Union, 
an eminent body composed of practical 
statesmen from all countries, 
I 
have 


asked the Powers to Join with this gov- 
ernment In n second Hague conference, 
at which it is hoped that tbo work al- 
ready so happily begun at The Hague 
may be carried some steps further to- 
ward (completion. 
This carries out tho 


desire expressed by the first Hague con- 
ference itself. 
Policy on Western Hemisphere. 


It Is not true that the United States 


feels any land hunger or entertains any 
projects as regards the other nations of 
the western hemisphere save such as are 
for their welfare. 
All that this coun- 


try desires Is to see 
the 
neighboring 


countries stable, orderly, and prosperous. 
Any country whose people conduct them- 
selves well can count upon our hearty 
friendship. 
If a nation shows that 
It 


knows how to net with reasonable effi- 
ciency and decency In social and political 
matters. If It keeps order and pays Its 
obligations, it need fear no interference 
from the United States. 
Chronic wrong- 


doing, or an impotence which results in 
a general loosening of the tics of civil- 
ized society, may in America, as else- 
where, ultimately require Intervention by 
some civilized nation, nnd in the western 
hemisphere the adherents of the United 
States to the Monroe doctrine may force 
tlie United States, however reluctantly, 
iru flagrant cases of such wrongdoing or 
impotence, to the exercise of an inter- 
national police power. 


Our, interests and those of our south- 


ern neighboi-s are in reality Identical. 
They have great natural riches, and If 
within their borders the reign of law and 
justice obtains, prosperity Is sure to come 
t'o them. 
While they thus obey the prl- 


malry laws of civilized society they may 
resit assured that they will be treated by 
us in a spirit of cordial and helpful sym- 
pathy. 
We would interfere with them 


only in the last resort, and then only 
if It became evident that their lnabi...y 
or. unwillingness to do Justice at home 
arid abroad had violated the rights of 
the United States or had invited foreign 
aggression to the detriment of tne en- 
tire body of American nations. 
In asserting the Monroe doctrine, in 


taking such steps as we have taken In 
reg'ard to Cuba. Venezuela, and Panama, 
and in endeavoring to circumscribe

secure the open door In China, we have 
acted In our own interest as well as in 
the interest of humanity at large. There 
are...however, cases in which, while our 
own interests are not greatly Involved, 
strong appeal Is made to our sympathies. 
There are occasional crimes committed 
on BO "vast a scale and of such peculiar 
horror as to make us doubt whether it is 
not our manifest duty to endeavor 
at 
least to show our disapproval of the deed 
and our sympathy with those who have 
suffered by It. 
The cases must be ex- 


treme In which such a course is justi- 
fiable^ But in extreme cases action may 
be justifiable and proper. 
What 
form 


the action shall take must depend upon 
the circumstances of thevcase: that' Is, 
upon the degree of the atrocity and upon 
bur power to remedy It. The cases in 
which^we could interfere by force 
of 


arms as we interfered to put a stop to 
Intolerable conditions, in Cuba are neces- 
sarily very few. Tet it is not to be ex- 
pected that a -people like ours, which in 
spite of certain very obvious shortcom- 
ings, nevertheless as a whole shows oy 
Its consistent practice. Its belief In the 
principles of civil and relleious liberty 
and of orderly freedom, a people among 
whom . even the worst crime, like the 
crime of lynching, is never more than 
sporadic, so that Infllvlduals 
and. not 


classes are molested In their fundamental 
rights—It:is .Inevitable that stich a. na- 
tion shonlil desire eagerly to Give ex-

our chief reason for continuing to hold 
them must be that we oiiKhl In good 
faith to try to do our shuns 
of 
tlio 


world's work, nnd this particular piece 
of work has been imposed upon us by 
the results of Ihe war wllh Spain. 
Tlio 


problem presented to us in the Philip- 
pine islands is akin to. but not exactly 
like the problems presented to the other 
grent civilized powers which hnv- pos- 
sessions in tho Orient. 
More distinctly 


than any of the powers we tiro endeav- 
oring to develop the natives themselves 
so that they shall take on ever-Increas- 
ing share In their own government, and 
as far as Is prudent we are already ad- 
mitting their representatives lo a gov- 
ernmental equality with our own. There 
are commissioners; Judges, anil governors 
In the islands who are Filipinos and who 
have exactly the same share in the gov- 
ernment of the inlands as havo their col- 
leagues who are Americans, while in the 
lower ranks, of course, tin: great major- 
ity of the public servants are Ullplnos. 
Within two years we shall bo trying tho 
experiment of an elective lower house In 
the Philippine legislature. 
Meanwhile our own people should re- 


member that there Is need for the hl(?ii- 
est standard of conduct among the Amer- 
icans sent to the Philippine Islands, not 
only among the 
public 
servants 
but 


among the private individuals who go 
to them. 
It is because I feel this so 


deeply that in the administration of these 
islands I have positively refused to per- 
mit any discrimination whatsoever 
for 


political reasons and have Insisted that 
In choosing the public servants consid- 
eration should be paid 
solely 
to 
the 


worth of the men chosen and 
to 
the 


'needs of the islands. 
There Is no high- 


er body of men in our public service 
than we have In the Philippine islands 
under Gov. Wright and his associates. 
So far as possible these men should be 
riven a free hand, and their suggestions 
should receive the hearty backing both 
of the Executive and of the Congress. 
There Is need of a vigilant and disinter- 
ested support of our public servants In 
the Philippines by good citizens here in 
the United Slates. Unfortunately hlther- 
lo ihose of our people here at home who 
have specially claimed to be the cham- 
pions of 
the Filipinos have in reality 


been Ihclr worst 
enemies. 
This 
will 


continue 10 be the case as long as they 
strive to make the Filipinos independent, 
and stop all Industrial development 
of 


the Islands by crying out against 
the 


laws-which would bring It on the ground 
that capitalists must not "exploit 
the 


islands. 
Such proceedings are not only 


inwise. but are most harmful to the l-ll- 
unwse, 
u ar 
ipinos. who do not need Independence at 
alL but who do need good laws, good 
public servants, and the industrial de- 
velopment that can only come if the In- 
vestment of American and foreiffn capital 
in the islands is favored In all legitimate 


Even" measure taken concerning 
the 


islands should be token primarily with a 
view to their advantage. We should cer- 
tainly Elve them lower tariff rates on 
their exports lo the United States; If 
.this- Is not done It will be a wrons tc 
extend our shipping lawn to them.
